Construction of a new Cookstown 
service centre is slated to begin in 
2014, but it won't be on the existing 
site, at Highway 400 and County 
Road 89. 

When the Ministry of Transporta¬ 
tion (MTO) took a closer look at the 
site, it identified a need to relocate 
the service centre that will replace 
the facility demolished earlier this 
year. 

Consultants Morrison Hershfield 
provided a list of reasons for the 
decision to relocate at a public infor¬ 
mation centre held on Tuesday at 
the Lefroy Community Centre. 
Prime among the reasons were the 
small size of the existing site and its 
proximity to a flood plain. 

There was limited space for a 
future expansion of both the parking 
area and the service centre building 
itself, and no room for storm water 
management or a seasonal rest area. 
There were also concerns over 
potential conflict between access to 
the service centre.

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County OKs budget 


(QMI) - Simcoe County council 
approved a $403-million budget Tues¬ 
day for 2014. 

The budget "focuses on maintaining 
public infrastructure expenditures and 
expanding health and social programs 
while continuing the county along a 
path of long-term fiscal stability," the 
county stated in a press release. 

“Meeting the varied needs of resi¬ 
dents while remaining fiscally responsi¬ 
ble is always county council's No. 1 pri¬ 
ority/' said Warden Cal Patterson. 

“The 2014 budget not only ensures 
the continued investment in social and 
community services, health services 
and capital infrastructure improve¬ 
ments, but goes a long way toward fos¬ 
tering our vital municipal and commu¬ 
nity partnerships to ensure these needs 


are met.'' 

Residents will see an overall 2% 
increase on the county portion of their 
municipal property taxes in 2014, an 
impact of about $6.11 per $100,000 of 
property assessment. 

Total county expenditures for 2014 
are $403 million and consist of the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• Ontario Works — $80 million 

• Long-term care — $47 million 

• Transportation and engineering — 
$51 million 

• Solid-waste management — $45 
million 

• Social housing — $47 million 

• Paramedic services — $41 million 

• Children and community services 
— $32 million

Like many children his age, 10-year-old Colton 
Wohlgemuth enjoys playing hockey and baseball. 
Unlike many of his friends, though, he also has 
been helping on his family's Innisfil egg farm since 
he was four. 

Wohlgemuth enjoys having the chance to work 
alongside his parents, grandparents and sisters on 
the family's egg farm. His grandfather, Harry 
Eisses, is proud of the fact that three generations of 
his family are now involved in the business. 

“It was always a family farm, and when our 
daughter and son-in-law came back to work with 
us it was thrilling/' says Eisses. 

Although he is young, Wohlgemuth is planning 
on continuing the family tradition and has every 
intention to farm when he finishes school. 

“I really like it. It's a lot of fun to collect eggs and 
help with the harvest," says Wohlgemuth. 

Eisses moved to the farm when he was 15 years 
old. Both he and his older brother showed an 
interest in the farm work, and built up the farm 
while their father worked in a factory. At that time, 
the farm was a dairy and cash crop farm, and the 
family bought laying hens later on. 

As time went on, Eisses took over the laying hen 
portion of the farm while his brother took over 
responsibilities for the dairy cow herd. Decades 
later, the brothers and their families still share 
responsibilities for planting and harvesting crops 

Although the family has been running the farm 
for such a long time, there is still an ongoing learn¬ 
ing curve and adjustments that need to be made. 


“It's always a challenge. We tweak something 
every year to do things a little better," says Eisses. 

Eisses goes on to explain that this year will mark 
the final year the hens are raised in their current 
barn, and although plans are not finalized yet, they 
hope to build a barn that uses the colony housing 
system for hens. This system allows hens to roost 
and gives them more space. 

Farmworlc is always a large undertaking, but, like 
Wohlgemuth and his sports, Eisses has found 
many ways to remain active in the community over 
the years as well. He is a councillor on Egg Farmers 
of Ontario and a member of church groups, along 
with being a fundraiser for the Royal Victoria 
Regional Health Centre and involved in the com¬ 
munity recreation centre. 

Whether it is through interacting with people 
during community activities or doing other forms 
of outreach, Wohlgemuth and Eisses both see a 
large benefit to teaching the public about farming 
and answering their questions. 

“Kids from the city think it's something new and 
different. They think it's cool and like coming to 
the farm to see the hens," says Wohlgemuth. 

Eisses is supportive of his grandson's efforts, and 
does his best to share his family's story. 

“I think it's very important that people realize 
where their food comes from and that their food is 
safe. We're losing our numbers of farmers so it's 
more important than ever, now, to share that 
story," says Eisses.

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PM has used 
Ford case 
to his own 
advantage 


D on't be fooled by Prime Minister Stephen Harper's 
decision to weigh in on the Rob Ford fiasco. He's 
using the Toronto mayor's embarrassing descent 
as just another political arrow for his bow, to stick it to his 
enemies and feather his own nest. 

Ford is a conservative, big and small 'c', so Harper and 
company are backtracking fearlessly from the mayor, 
hoping none of this sticks to his Conservatives. 

The Prime Minister's Office had, until earlier this week, 
declined all comment on the runaway mayor in the 
nation's largest city. 

Until, that is, someone in the PMO's office found a way 
to turn the situation to the federal government's advan¬ 
tage. 

It shouldn't have taken this long, but then the PMO has 
other stuff on its mind - like how to wriggle out from 
under the Senate scandal, pesky things like that. 

What eventually emerged was what we have come to 
expect from Harper and the Conservatives. 

“These latest allegations are troubling/' Harper 
spokesperson Carl Vallee said by e-mail. “Our govern¬ 
ment does not condone illegal drug use, especially by 
elected officials while in office." 

Which would be a reference to Liberal leader Justin 
Trudeau, an elected official in office, who has come out in 
favour of a limited decriminalization of marijuana, cur¬ 
rently an illegal drug. 

Whatever the PMO says, Harper is not overly con¬ 
cerned with Toronto or the mess Ford has created - as 
long as none of it gets on him. That Ford has expressed 
designs, however laughable, on becoming prime minister 
carries little weight with the PMO. 

The Conservatives' strategy is to distance themselves 
from Ford, express concern and then launch another 
attack at the real enemy. 

That would be Trudeau, who Harper fears. 

He wouldn't take so many shots at the Liberal boss if 
he wasn't worried about how Trudeau will do in the 2015 
federal election. 

And any link between Trudeau and Ford, however ten¬ 
uous, is seen by the PMO's deep thinkers to be worth pur¬ 
suing. 

That's what Canadian politics have become: purely 
partisan. 

Every step Harper, and Trudeau, take is partisan poli¬ 
tics. The same goes for New Democratic Party boss 
Thomas Mulcair. 

Even Ontario Premier Kathleen Wynne's inaction on 
Ford is partisan. She's Liberal, he's Conservative. How 
would it look? 

The maneuvering never ends.

Sari Remes has a word of caution for 
people even considering driving drunk: 
don't. 

The president of the Barrie Simcoe MADD 
(Mothers Against Drunk Driving) was a 
keynote speaker at the official launch of the 
2013 Project Red Ribbon Campaign Festive 
RIDE (Reduce Impaired Driving Everywhere) 
Program in Simcoe County on Monday at 
Barrie City Hall. 

Also in attendance were mayors and coun¬ 
cillors from across the county, chiefs of police 
from Barrie, South Simcoe police, Midland, 
CFB Borden, OPP central division officials, 
Crime Stoppers, Barrie fire department, 
Canadian Designated Driver, Last Call Desig¬ 
nated Driver, Barrie Taxi and Barrie Transit. 

Victims' families impacted by drunk driv¬ 
ers were also on hand to share their personal 
stories. 

"With lots of holiday parties and events on 
the go, the risk for impaired driving is espe¬ 
cially high at this time of year," Remes said. 
"Our red ribbon is a reminder of the impor¬ 
tance of always driving sober." 

All those attending the Festive RIDE Pro¬ 
gram launch on Monday long for the day 
when impaired driving is eliminated, she 
said. 

"Until then, we want to see our red ribbon 
everywhere as a commitment to making 
roads and communities safe from impaired 
driving this holiday season and all year 
round," Remes said. 

"Impaired driving remains the leading 
criminal cause of death in Canada," said 
South Simcoe Police Chief Rick Beazley. 
"RIDE is one of the most important crime 
prevention initiatives in which we partici¬ 
pate". 

Last year, South Simcoe Police stopped 
7,530 vehicles and apprehended 34 impaired 
drivers. The officers administered 558 road¬ 
side tests and issued 48 three-day suspen¬ 
sions for drivers who were caught operating 
within the warn-range. 

For the second year in a row, South Simcoe 


Police have an additional tool to assist thanks 
to the donation of a 2014 KIA Sorento to use 
for their campaign. The vehicle will be used 
as a support vehicle to transport officers and 
carry equipment to spot checks. The police 
Command Post will also be utilized at most 


RIDE programs and is equipped with an 
Intoxilyzer device. This will allow officers to 
process impaired drivers at roadside and 
avoid unnecessary delays transporting sus¬ 
pects back to one of the police stations.

said her officers will be doing there part. 

Between seven and 10 officers will be 
assigned to the RIDE programs at any given 
time, she said. 

"The Barrie Police Service will be conduct¬ 
ing random RIDE spot checks throughout the 
year as a measure to stop impaired driving in 
our city," Greenwood said, adding officers 
will set up RIDE programs in areas of the city 
that have a high occurrence rate. 

"It could be different days of the week and 
different times of the day," she said. "We are 
targeting people who are not making the right 
decisions and getting behind the wheel. The 
car then becomes a weapon." 

She pleaded with people who decide to 
drink to not drive, and use the many alterna¬ 
tives available to them. Arrange for a desig¬ 
nated driver, take a taxi, a driver service or 
use public transit 

"If you choose to make the wrong decision, 
the policing partners standing here today will 
hold you accountable," she said. 

OPP Chief Supt. Don Bell said provincial 
police are "setting the bar high" and ramping 
up its enforcement efforts to put a stop to all 
high-risk driving behaviours, including drunk 
driving. 

"MADD public awareness initiatives 
encourage people to report suspected 
impaired drivers," he said. "This enables citi¬ 
zens to play a vital role and assist police in 
identifying and stopping suspected impaired 
drivers. It's an effective way for the commu¬ 
nity and police to work together to prevent 
impaired driving." 

Provincial drinking and driving stats 

- So far in 2013, the OPP have laid a total of 
6,144 alcohol-related charges 

- OPP investigated 56,466 collisions so far 
this year (on roads they patrol). It was deter¬ 
mined that alcohol was involved in 1,413 of

Rotary International has a goal: The eradi¬ 
cation of polio, globally. 

The international service organization has 
launched an immunization campaign, to pro¬ 
tect children around the world from the dis¬ 
ease, which causes paralysis and death. 

And it is close to achieving its goal. Until 
this year, Polio was only endemic in Nigeria, 
and in Pakistan - where 59 cases were 
reported this year, and where the Taliban 
have spread false rumours about the cam¬ 
paign, attacking aid workers who attempt to 
immunize the children. 

Unfortunately, because the disease is still 
rampant in Pakistan, it recently spread to 
Syria - possibly carried to the country by a 
fighter from Pakistan. 

All the more reason to step up efforts to 
immunize, says Susie Parker, Past President 
of the Innisfil Rotary Club. Unless the cam¬ 
paign is successful, an estimated 10 million 
children under the age of 5 will be at risk, 
over the next 40 years. 

Parker, and fellow Rotarians Anne Kell, 
Foundation Chair, and Treasurer Grace 
Doiron, were at the Alcona Sobeys on 
November 23, raising money through a 
"Plush for Polio" fundraiser. They were selling 
Ganz stuffed animals for a $10 donation to 
the Polio eradication campaign. 

The Innisfil Club hopes to raise $1,000 for 
the campaign this year; so far, says Doiron, 
they are "a little over halfway there."

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Meeting has heated debate about Cookstown Heritage 
Conservation District and Community Improvement Plan

COOKSTOWN — After four public meet¬ 
ings, 'kitchen table' discussions and work¬ 
shops, the Town of Innisfil held a statutory 
public meeting for the proposed Heritage 
Conservation District (HCD) and Community 
Improvement Plan area for the village of 
Cookstown on Tuesday. 

The Cookstown community centre at the 
library was standing room only as residents 
came out to hear a final presentation by con¬ 
sultants with MMM Group and the town's 
economic development office on the pro¬ 
posed HCD that would blanket the older part 
of the village with a heritage designation and 
set design standards for exterior repairs and 
alterations. 

The goal is to preserve Cookstown's unique 
heritage and excellent examples of late 1800 
and early 1900 architecture. The village was 
identified as having numerous buildings 
dating from 1880 to 1919. 

Director of development Don Eastwood 
assured the audience that it's not the purpose 
of the HCD to “freeze" an area in time but to 
guide future change so it contributes to, and 
does not take away from, the district's archi¬ 
tectural or historical character. He said stud¬ 
ies found property values within the HCDs 
either remained the same or increased com¬ 
pared to properties outside of the districts. 

But there was strong opposition, including 
the fact that a heritage permit would be 
required before starting on exterior repairs, 
even if free, and the requirement that con¬ 
struction or rehabilitation projects must 
reflect the heritage character of the commu¬ 
nity. That led to objections from the crowd. 

“We are opposed to council taking away 
the democratic right to do what (owners) 
want to their property and what we can and 
cannot do with our property at our expense," 
said Angela Cristini. 

She argued that the town had failed to 
carry out a survey to determine if the majority 
of Cookstown residents were in favour of des¬ 
ignation as a Heritage Conservation District. 

“If council wants to bring this up during 
the election next year, maybe that would be a 
good opportunity," she said. 

Doug Black also opposed the HCD, and 


told councillors that a petition objecting to 
designation that was started last week already 
had 129 signatures. He spoke of the erosion of 
property owners' rights, lack of community 
representation during the process and lack of 
transparency. 

“Is an HCD good or bad? I don't know, 
because I haven't had enough information. I 
don't know how it's going to affect me," said 
Black, whose home was built in 1876. “That's 
what this program is lacking - data." 

Steering committee member Lavana Zrnoh 
also spoke against an HCD. She said that 
nothing conclusive had been presented 
regarding impact on property values, “but 
what is conclusive is that owners' rights are 
being taken away." 

Zrnoh claimed that the committee had 
ignored principles of economic viability in 


setting the standards for repairs and rehabili¬ 
tation using heritage materials and warned 
that the results could be “empty deteriorating 
buildings that owners can't afford to fix." 

There were 15 or so speakers who 
addressed council during the meeting, not all 
of them opposed. Some were looking for 
additional information and some were pas¬ 
sionately in favour of designation as a means 
of preserving the character of their village. 

At the end of the meeting, the issue and the 
comments were referred back to staff for 
review and a report back to council in the 
new year. 

Residents can still file written submissions 
with the clerk's office until Dec. 31. 

Less controversial at the meeting was the 
proposal to designate a Community Improve¬ 
ment Plan (CIP) area for the downtown core 


of Cookstown. A CIP would allow the munici¬ 
pality to provide financial incentives to prop¬ 
erty owners looking at repairs or improve¬ 
ments to facades. 

Bobby Gauthier, of MMM Group, noted 
that the incentives would only apply to a nar¬ 
rowly defined area along Church/Queen 
streets from Elizabeth Street to Dufferin 
Street and along King Street (County Road 
27) from Hamilton to fohn Drive. If a larger 
area was designated, Gauthier noted, “then 
the benefits of the incentives would be 
diluted." 

Proposed are: 

- Facade/Building/Signage improvement 
grant: 50% of eligible costs up to a maximum 
of $5,000. 

- Structural/Building improvement grant: 
50% of eligible costs up to a maxiumum of 
$5,000; only available in combination with a 
Facade improvement project. 

- Landscaping/Parking improvement 
grant: 50% of eligible costs up to a maximum 
of$2500. 

- Building Permit and Planning Application 
Fee grants: to offset permit fees - up to a max¬ 
imum of $2,500 each, for a total of $5,000. 

- Tax Increment Equivalent grant: to offset 
the increase in tax assessment that can come 
with improvements to a facade. In year one, 
100% of the tax increase could be covered; the 
percentage would decline over time. This 
grant could not be combined with other 
grants. 

Each application for a CIP grant would be 
assessed on its merits, with priority given to 
projects that use authentic building materi¬ 
als. All projects would need to meet the stan¬ 
dards set by the Heritage Conservation Dis¬ 
trict. 

Although the CIP was less controversial 
than designation of an HCD for Cookstown, 
there was some opposition. 

Resident fohn De Sousa wrote, “Many resi¬ 
dents don't even use or step foot into the 
businesses in Cookstown. Thus I do not feel 
that our tax dollars and resources should be 
focussed on revitalizing the downtown busi¬ 
ness area."

The on/off ramps to Highway 400 and the 
future widening of the highway could have 
been impacted. 

Morrison Hershfield was tasked with look¬ 
ing at the stretch of Highway 400 southbound 
between Innisfil Beach Road and County 
Road 89 to find a suitable site that offered not 
only room for expansion, but separation from 
existing and proposed interchanges. 

The consultants have selected a property at 
the 5th Line of Innisfil as the preferred loca¬ 
tion of the new 'Cookstown' service centre. 


The site, which is largely farmed, is large 
enough to accommodate the current and 
future volume of users and possible future 
site expansion, including a picnic area and 
pet area. 

Consultant Christine Darson noted that 
south of the 5th Line, construction would run 
into environmental constraints: marshes, 
wetlands, streams and woodlots. To the 
north, the town's Official Plan shows a new 
interchange at Line 6. 

The proposed property will be close 
enough to water servicing that there are plans 
to connect the new facility to municipal 


water, although wastewater treatment will be 
provided on site. 

The proposed site has few environmental 
constraints, other than an intermittent 
stream at the south end of the property. Two 
species at risk have been identified: barn 
swallows, and one adult eastern meadowlark. 

The consultants provided an outline of the 
mitigation steps planned, from consulting 
with the Ministry of Natural Resources to 
ensuring that construction won't impact 
nesting migratory birds, prevention of ero¬ 
sion, revegetation of bare soils, and protec¬ 
tion of groundwater before and after the con¬ 


struction of the new glass, wood and stone 
ONroute centre. 

“This will be a real showcase," said Darson. 

The next step in the process is the prepara¬ 
tion of a Transportation Environmental Study 
Report which will include the environmental 
assessment findings and the detailed design 
followed by a 30-day review.

■ Plow through the winter season in safety and style. It’s critical to 
be warm but avoid sweating so you don’t get a chill. “Dress in layers 
so you can shed a layer or two as your body heats up,” says expert 
Sean Holmes. 

■ Get your layers organized so you’re able to dress in one fell swoop, 
advises Ken Berg, of MEC Winnipeg. “You want to work up a sweat on 
your run, not while you’re still inside — it’s a formula for freezing.” 
Holmes recommends spending a few extra minutes warming up as 

it will take extra time to physically warm up. Watch your steps on icy 
and uneven terrain, especially if night running, stresses Holmes, who 
highly recommends logging miles in a park to avoid a fall. An added 
bonus is “running in snow is like running in sand - you can get a 
great workout from it.” Be sure to keep your core in shape too over 
the winter so you stay firm-footed. 

Avoid wearing all mesh runners. Wear a waterproof running shoe.

■ Fend off the freeze with technical layers, says Sean Holmes, 
and get a grip with a quality lobster glove, critical to warmth and 
safety. “The cold and wind can hinder your ability to steer the 
bike.” Pack your pannier with an extra light-weight shell and pair 
of gloves. Ride during daylight if possible, Holmes adds, and since 
it gets darker earlier, be sure to equip your bike with proper lights 
and reflective gear. 

■ Stay alert at all times, especially on slick roads - no texting. 

Be sure to clean your chain and lube it regularly. Ken Berg 
recommends investing in a heavier bike with wider tires that 
allows you to sit more upright and have greater control in the 
elements. Navigate snow and ice with gear from mec.ca and 
clothing from goreapparel.com. 


■ Turn in your skateboard for a snowboard and carve 
up the slopes and untracked terrain, suggests Sean 
Holmes. “Just be careful as although they are similar 
they are much different skills; just because you are 
an advanced skateboarder does not mean you are an 
advanced snowboarder,” he says, adding lessons are 
a great idea for honing hill skills and developing a new 
passion.

After a dozen years supporting Barrie and 
District Christmas Cheer, the Blakers have 
seen a lot. 

One year someone donated Victoria 
Secret underwear and a brand new pair of 
four-inch heels to go with them. 

Another year they had to hurry a woman 
to the front of the line because she was in 
labour. 

But when you ask either Val or Ted why 
they do it, the pair answers in unison. 

"It's for the kids." 

"One year, I put this little bag of toys 
beside his mother and the little boy, he must 
have been about four-years-old, he said, 
'does this mean we get to have a Christmas 
this year?" Val's eyes tear up in the retelling 
of the tale. "It's definitely for the kids." 

The almost empty 14,000 square-foot 
building at 364 St. Vincent Street is a dream 
come true for the local charity that bounced 


around Barrie from the former Barrie Event 
Centre to Brock Street until Peter Moore, of 
Moore Packaging, and his son Phillip of 
PBM Realty Holdings stepped in to help out. 

Now with a permanent location, they're 
able to rent out space for most of the year 
but the empty floors will soon fill with dona¬ 
tions from across the county as the 36th 
annual Christmas Cheer picks up the pace 
this month. 

With a goal of raising $235,000, the Blak¬ 
ers and about 800 other volunteers are 
beginning to collect food and toys for the 
1,900 families — about 5,300 people — who 
apply for seasonal assistance each year. 

Although they were a few thousand short 
of their goal last year, two local companies 

— Mortgage Senses and Premium Van Lines 

— held a golf tournament at Tangle Creek 
Golf and Country Club in October to help 
with the shortfall. 

Ted Blalcer, who spent 37 years in the mili¬ 
tary and the last few as Chief Warrant Officer 
looking after logistics, is focusing on stream¬ 


lining Christmas Cheer to make it run 
smoothly. 

That may mean giving smaller amounts to 
children who are staying with a non¬ 
guardian parent for the holidays compared 
to the amount given to children who live 
with their parents year 'round, and it might 
mean dropping some of the frills, such as 
extra candies in food boxes, but Blalcer is 
intent on coming in on budget. 

"We're focusing on more nutritional food 
in the boxes, too," he said. 

"We want to make the whole system as 
efficient as possible." 

Dozens of volunteers pick up from 85 drop 
boxes across the city and another volunteer 
picks up from schools. Yet the largest toy 
donations still come from the Santa Sack at 
Georgian Mall, which is picked up every 
second day as Christmas approaches. 

Less than a week before their flag raising 
at city hall to announce the official kick-off, 
they've already reached $45,000 with recent 
donations from the Barrie Construction 


Association, $5,000 from the May Court 
Society and $600 from the Kinette Club of 
Barrie. 

Residents can apply for a Christmas 
hamper can apply at the rear of the Flags 
Unlimited building at St. Vincent Street and 
Bell Farm Road in Barrie from 9:30 to 3 p.m., 
at the Innisfil Town Hall Room C in Innisfil 
beginning Nov. 28 between 2 p.m. and 8 p.m. 
and in Essa at the Angus Mobile Home 
Trailer Park on Cecil Street in Angus begin¬ 
ning on Nov. 27 between 1 p.m. and 4 p.m 

A recently released HungerCount 2012 
report stated that about 882,000 Canadians 
use a food bank each month and more than 
339,000 — or 38% — of those are children. 

A recent Leger Marketing survey noted 
about 43% of Canadians say that since 2008, 
they're spending less and saving less. About 
72% admit they carry some form of debt, 
and as many as 24% say they have a 'live for 
today' attitude.
